FHA Supervisors 
Aid Borrowers 
t In Work Plans 


Morgan county farmers coop¬ 
erating in the program of the 
Farmers Home Administration 
are following plans to produce 
more efficiently on their farms 
this year, William P. Caskey, lo¬ 
cal FHA supervisor, reports. 

They are working to improve 
the organization and management 
of their business so they can 
earn an adequate living and pay 
back what they borrow. To do 
this, they will follow approved 
practices to further step up yields 
per acre and production per ani¬ 
mal, and eliminate all possible 
expenses by producing their own 
f ood and feed. 

Mr. Caskey and the assistant 
supervisor, Bernard E. Hill, will 
visit the families and keep them 
posted on the latest methods as 
recommended for crops and live¬ 
stock. They will also advise them 
on actual need for additional 
machinery and household equip¬ 
ment, and on making good buys 
when they purchase. Each bor¬ 
rower will be urged to get only 
supplies and machinery which 
contribute directly to better pro¬ 
duction. 

Mr. Caskey pointed out that 
the two most important prac¬ 
tices for Morgan county are: 
(1) Developing pasture and (2) 
Expanding livestock enterprises 
such as adding hogs to tobacco 
farms and by producing more 
grade-A milk. 

Farmers who receive supervised 

• redit are expected to have the 
pnd and labor resources essen- 
lal for succssful farming, and to 
follow' a sound plan for making 
the most of them. The Farmers 
Home Administration makes loans 
tc own and operate farms, and 
accompanies these loans with 
guidance in good farm and home 
practices.

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FEEDER CATTLE 
PRICES TO FIRM 
SAYS ECONOMIST 

Milk Production 
Is Up, & Burley 
May Be Cut More 

The kind of beef cattle that 
Morgan county farmers produce 
are likely to increase in price 
until July, G. P. Summers, Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Extension 
Economist, recently told a meet- 
■ ing of vocational agricultural 
teachers in West Liberty. 

While choice and prime fat 
steers are expected to continue at 
about present prices, cattle that 
' carry less fat, and feeder cattle 
are expected to increase slightly 
j and gradually until July, he said. 

Mr. Summers said consumer 
income in the United States is 
expected to remain about con¬ 
stant during the year. Farmers’ 
gross incomes will be higher 
but their net incomes will be 
lower in 1953. Taxes and oper¬ 
ating costs of farmers will be 
higher. 

The volume production of farm 
j products is expected to be higher 
I if the season is normal. 

Since the period of 1935-39 the 
number of workers on farms has 
increased 17 percent. Yet farm 
production has increased con¬ 
siderably. What are the reasons? 
In Kentucky there has been a 
300 percent increase in power 
equipment and a 400 percent in¬ 
crease in the tonnage of fertilizer 
used. There has also been a large 
increase in the use of insecticides. 
A sidelight is the huge increase 
in the use of electrical appli¬ 
ances. 

Mr. Summers pointed out that 
milk supplies have increased un- 
seasonally in spite of fewer cows 
and the drouth. Milk prices may 
not decrease as much as usual 
this summer. Milk condensing 
plants in this area are limiting 
their patrons to those that are 
now selling or sold milk to them 
last summer. 

Burley tobacco is in a danger¬ 
ous position. There is enough 
tobacco in storage to last three 
years. Exports are decreasing. 
There are prospects for another 
surplus crop this year and anoth¬ 
er acreage cut next year. Farm¬ 
ers should look for a supplemen¬ 
tary cash crop like strawberries 
and cattle v ith improved pas¬ 
tures. Mr. Summers said.

It is possible the historian will 
come up with a confirmation of 
the surmise that Swift was an 
agent for pirates.

Farther down in North 
Carolina, on the Dadkin, Swift 
recruited some of his men. All 
over the Big Sandy valley he 
moved and smelted ore and skir¬ 
mished with Indians. He buried 
fabulous caches of silver when¬ 
ever he had to run for it or was 
unduly burdened for his string 
of horses and mules. 

Men ever love a tale and wish 
for the end of the rainbow. Here 
are both offered in a dazzling 
display of lore, fantastic and im¬ 
probable, intermeshed with the 
times and history. 

To the sorid searcher for gold 
it offers lure. To the historian 
the proving or disproving, the 
establishment or the dissapation 
of a legend, it offers a challenge. 
To all people it offers something, 
but to everyone to date there has 
been nothing tangible except 
discredited and unorovable man¬ 
uscripts and new twists to an old 
legend. 

A tale to live must be believed. 
To be believed, it must offer an 
excuse for acceptance whether it 
be the nakedness of delineated 
evidence or the end of the rain-

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IS MORGAN’S PROGRESS TAINTED 
WITH COMMUNISM? 

Daily news dispatches and television have got 
us in a muddle. They bring such strange no¬ 
tions lately, when we follow our leaders in 
Washington. 

Because right at the time when we thought 
we were making great progress back here in the 
Bluegrass county of the mountains, we find we’ve 
been Socialistic and have become tainted with 
Communism—tainted because we’ve got 256 
miles of highways built, have 87 percent of the 
homes served with REA electricity, because we 
have built up our farms and pastures through 
the aid of PMA, and because we’re trying to 
build a co-op phone system. 

We’d always thought these constituted good 
American progress because they were good for 
our people and had helped make rural living a 
little easier and more wholesome. 

It’s disillusioning now to find all these are 
Socialistic and tainted with Communism. 

For no less an authoritative spokesman for 
the new administration in Washington than 
Congressman Charles A. Halleck, majority leader 
of the House of Representatives in Congress, told 
us this week “Men who wrote some of the laws 
under which the Department of Agriculture is 
operating, have been revealed as Communists; 
they planned the establishment of a socialistic 
bureaucracy to manage farmers of our country. 
Tugwell visited Russia and knew the methods 
used there to break down individual farming in 
favor of state-dominated collective farming.” 

And former President Herbert Hoover tells 
us in a major speech Saturday the Eisenhower 
administration ought to get the Federal Govern¬ 
ment out of the electric power business quickly 
and “rescue free men from this creeping social¬ 
ism”, and that “REA generating and distributing 
systems result in subsidized power to favored 
groups and communities” and ought to be sold 
to private corporations. 

And Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben¬ 
son vows to trim the budget of the Department 
of Agriculture by $131 million because “I’d like 
to see more rugged individualism in American 
farming ... I am of the opinion most 
farmers feel the nation has been headed toward 
socialism and want to get back on the road to 
freedom.” 

Maybe REA electricity in our homes, modem 
refrigeration, electric lights and deep freezers 
have freed our wives and mothers from drudgery 
only to make communists out of us; maybe PMA 
has helped free us from the miserly existence of 
raising 15 bushels of corn an acre; maybe cover 
crops, pastures and the tobacco program have 
freed us from back-breaking toil on our once 
worn out farms, and maybe rural phones and 
good roads have freed us from isolation in mud- 
bound winter quarters only to contaminate us 
with Communist-inspired ideologies. 

Maybe we’ve been on the wrong track in 
building up our county; maybe the “old rugged 
individualism” was better; maybe 20 years of 
progress has put us on the wrong road. 

Maybe Senators Joe McCarthy, Jenner and 
Velde and their investigating committees are our 
only hope of saving us from the Red menace. 
Maybe there is danger in our higher education, 
danger in our educators and preachers; maybe 
they ought to be investigated (on television, of 
course and without benefit of counsel or rebut¬ 
tal). Probably the old American concept that a 
man is innocent until proven guilty is out of 
date now—especially when inquisitions are con¬ 
ducted before television cameras so all the 
populace may see and hear. 

Maybe we Anglo Saxon Americans back here 
in Morgan are not loyal Americans, after all. 

Maybe it’s best to sell TVA and all our REA’s 
to big private utilities like Hoover suggests; 
maybe it’s best to give the nation’s tidelands oil 
worth 160 billions to Louisiana, Texas and Cali¬ 
fornia; maybe it’s best to sell the nation’s 22 
wartime synthetic rubber plants to big corpora¬ 
tions like Eisenhower directed; maybe it’s best 
to raise interest rates and bring back the “hard 
dollar”; maybe it’s best to trim the Veterans 
Administration hospital facilities; maybe it’s best 


to trim the activities of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture; maybe it’s best to let the farm price 
support law die so prices can seek their own 
level; maybe it’s best to let farmers shift for 
themselves so they too can develop “rugged 
individualism”; maybe it’s best to cut defense 
spending and balance the budget; maybe it’s best 
to believe, like Senator Joe McCarthy, that the 
only Communist danger is from Reds in our own 
country; maybe we can reduce our defense build¬ 
up and trust the word of Communist Russia, and 
maybe—well, just maybe.

ONE MORE USE FOR GERMANIUM
